In this narrow-mar- 
gio business, the Provision Department is always press- 
ing for purchases that will make a little profit when the 
pork is finally sold. But we can’t be in and out of the 
hog market just because margins are a trifle better or 
worse than usual. The Operating Department needs 
steady production to keep its people busy and to main- 
tain ethiciency. So, we hear from these company bosses 
whether we buy foo few or too many or pay too much.

REGARDLESS of our suc- 
cess with pasture management, supple- 
mental feeds, control of disease and para- 
sites, and marketing, we cannot reach maxi 
mum production unless we use efficient 
animals. The more we improve our pas 
tures and increase our knowledge of nutri 
tion, the greater is our need for produc 
tive cattle 

The problem of beef cattle improvement 
has been sadly neglected. That may seem 
like a rash statement when literature on the 
subject was never more voluminous, adver 
tising more extravagant, or prices tor breed 
ing stock higher. However, all of this does 
not prove that our efforts to improve eft 
ciency of beef cattle have been successful, 
or even that such efforts have been made 

I think it is safe to say that our cattle are 
no more efficient producers of beef than 
the better cattle of 25 or 30 years ago 
You will be more successful than ! have 
been if you can find a bit of evidence that 
our cattle today produce more beef from 
the feed consumed, or raise more or bigger 
calves with the same feed and care, than 
the better cattle did 30 years ago. 

It is true that we have fewer inferior and 
unimproved cattle than we had at an earlier 
date. I don't mean to overlook the im 
provement which has been made by using 
good bulls of beef breeding on cows of 
nondescript or mixed breeding. This work 
is important and breeders are to be com 
mended for the progress they have made 
But this phase is largely past as far as 
the more progressive cattlemen are concern 
ed. They will soon have to consider effi- 
ciency if they are to continue to advance. 

Until now selection has largely been 
based on the appearance of the animal 
that is, his form, ability to fatten, and 
conformity to certain breed standards. The 
first two of these are of practical impor 
tance In our better beet cattle they are 
well developed. It is now time to turn to

At our station we have been 
working on size and type for some 15 
years. We haven't found a bit of evidence 
that the smaller, more compact cattle yield 
a higher percentage of meat than larger, 
stretchier cattle, nor any Significant evi 
dence that they produce higher grading 
carcasses. Carcass excellence is due to wide 
backs and deep quarters, not small size 
Unfortunately size alone doesnt make 


efficient cattle. The problem is not so sim 





ple as that, but we do know if you select 
your young bulls and heifers for good

weight for age you will get fewer ineffi 
cient cattle than if you neglect this point.

Most 
states require health certificates from li 
censed veterinarians stating that animals in 
transit are free from disease, points out the 
American Foundation for Animal Health 
Brucellosis and tuberculin tests for cattle, 
mallein tests for horses, and a scabies ex- 
amination for sheep are usually required.

It was 
difficult to tell if pigs with 65° tempera- 
tures were dead or alive, but the use of 
250-watt infrared lamps in a warm room 
brought their body temperatures up to 100° 
in 4 hours.

It is highly desirable that the cow and 
calf be left together for at least a week or 
ten days. Frequent nursings during this 
time will tend to relieve any udder inflam 
mation and will msure the calf’s getting a 
good start. Thereafter the cow may be 
turned out with the herd during the day, 
but should, if possible, be kept with the 
calf at night for a weck or two longer 
After the calf is one month old, it need 
be turned with the cow only to nurse.— 
ROSCOE R. SNAPP, University of Illinois 





The New Born Lamb 


From page 10) the ewe has expelled the 

head of the lamb up over the bridge of 
the pelvis, it will probably be necessary 
to push the head back before you will be 
able to bring the legs up. In another case 
both front feet may be coming, but the 
head may be turned back and then it is 
necessary to get the head up into proper 
positic n 

Always remember there is plenty of 
room forward in the ewe and that you can 
make things easier for yourself by gently 
pushing the lamb forward in the ewe and 
when you have both tront feet up and 
head in proper position, try and get both 
front feet up over the brim of the pelvis 
and then try and bring the head out when 
withdrawing the hand, applying the effort 
at the same time the ewe strains. 

If the lamb is unusually large so that 
you are unable to get the head and front 
legs out together, you may have to bring 
out the front feet and attach a good strong 
cord around each front foot just above the 
hoot. Be certain you have the cord on so 
that it will not slip off, then push both 
front feet back and bring out head with 
hand and gently pull on the cord attach 
ed to the legs 

A bad case is where you find only a 
bunch of legs in the case of twin lambs 
The hocks should identify a hind leg from 
a front one and if there are two hind legs 
and a front one up, push the front leg back 
and if you are certain the two hind legs 
belong to one lamb, pull gently on them 
A lamb can come in reverse position and 
many of them are born that way. However, 
the proper forward position is much hoped 
for by the skilled shepherd. There are a 
number of other ways a lamb may be lying 
and the solution is to get them pushed back 
and straightened out for normal presenta 
tion. If one has patience, handles the ewe 
quietly and gently and follows general 
rules for cleanliness, almost all of the ewes 
and a large percentage of the lambs should 





be saved 

Immediately after lambs are born, treat 
navel cord with tincture of iodine to pre 
vent navel ill. Make certain that the lamb 
is able to nurse 10 to 20 minutes after ar 
rival. If it is too weak to nurse without 
assistance, place the end of the ewe’s teat in 
the mouth and milk a little of the milk 
into it. Warm milk will help warm the 
lamb and provide energy. Heat lamps will 
revive a lamb too chilled to nurse success 
fully. (Be cautious of fire.) If the ewe ts 
a heavy milker, moderately feed grain until 
the lamb is of sufficient age to take all the
